Jackson Hay- 

On Wednesday, January Sth, 1S15. just 
three quarters of a century ago to-dav, the 
beautiful Plains of Chalmette, four miles 
below the city of New Orleans, were a 
scene of carnage and desolation. Early 
in the morning of that memorable day. 
General Sir Edward Packenham, with 
12,000 British regulars marched against 
the city. But on the plantation of Mr. 
Chalmette, General Andrew Jackson with 
a small army of militia and Kentucky and 
Tennessee riflemen, supplemented with 
the small band of the pirate La Fitte, had 
entrenched himself behind an earth-work. 
At 6 o'clock the battle began and at 9 it 
closed — three hours. General Packenham 
was killed, General Gibbs, second in com 
tnand,was mortally wounded, and General 
Keene was disabled. General Lambert 
withdrew the shattered forces, leaving ;oo 
killed, 1,400 wounded, and 500 prisoners. 
Jackson lost 8 killed and 14 wounded. 
Thus closed the war of 1812.

An instance of premature dentition 
rame to light Tester lay. George Droes- 
cher, who is employed in the Gambrinus 
brewery, married, a year ago, the 18 - 
year-old daughter of Jacob Wetterer, a 
brewer. Three weeks ago Mrs. Droescher 
was delivered of agirl baby. It was per- 
fectly formed and weighed ten pounds. 
The first thing to attract attention was 
the fact that the little one had an unusual 
growth of very dark hair, the mother 
being a perfect blonde. The hair was 
nearly an inch long. The family could 
hardly believe it when the mother called 
them in and showed that the babe bad 
also been born with the two lower in- 
cisors almost full grown, while with 
the finger could be felt the rest of the 
teeth on both jaws. Since then the up- 
per and lower molars have made their 
appearance, and the babe has a full 
grown set of teeth in sight. 

Sirs. Tibbies, of Oregon street, gave 
birth to a boy baby on Dec. 3 . Dr. 
Haile, who was in attendance, found 
that the child, which is a tine, fully de- 
veloped male, had five upper teeth in 
front, well through the gum. The lower 
teeth were just under the skin, ready to 
pop through. Dr. Haile then made a 
thorough examination of the baby’s 
mouth, and was greatly astonished to 
find two molars in the upper jaw, on op- 
posite sides, as large as the nail of the 
little finger of a man. They were well 
out of the gum and had been cut evi- 
dently some time before birth. They 
were as far advanced as those of a child 
of 6 years. Opposite these teeth, in the 
lower jaw, were two more molars just 
under the skin, through which they 
were ready to cut. All the other teeth 
were plainly visible through the gum, 
and it is very probable that in a few 
days the child will have a full set cut. 
The mother is a healthy woman and has 
had several children, all of whom, how- 
ever, cut their teeth at the proper 
periods. — Cincinnati Telegram.

Like tippling, 
the effect of cigarotte smokingis cumula- 
tive, and the slight but constant absorp- 
tion of tobacco juice and smoke makes the 
practice far more obnoxious in the long run 
than any other form of smoking. Our fore 
fathers, who used regularly to end their 
eyenings under the table, seemed to have 
suffered little of tbe well-known effects of 
alcohol on the nerves, while the modern 
tippler, who is never intoxicated, is a being 
whose whole nervous system m.iy be said 
to be in a state of chronic inflammation. In 
like manner cigarette smokers (those at 
least who inhale the smoke and do not 
merely puff it “from the lips outward, ’’ a* 
Carlyle would say) arc often ia a state of 
c'nrouio narcotic poisoning. The old jest 
about the slowness of the poison may seem 
applicable here, but, though the process 
may bo slow, thcro car, be little doubt that 
itissure. Even if it docs not kill the body 
it t»o often kills or greatly impairs the vic- 
tim's working efficiency and usefulness in 
life. The local effects of cigarettes in the 
mouth mast also be taken into account by 
those whoso work firs in the direction of 
public speech. The ivhito spots on the 
tongue aud inside of the checks, known os 
“smokers' patches,” are believed by some 
doctors with special exi»trienco to l c more 
common to devotees of the cigarette than in 
other sinckers: this unhealthy condition of 
the mouth may not only make speaking 
troublesome, or even painful, bet it is now 
proved to bo a predisposing cause of can- 
cer. All fiery pungent foods, condiments or 
drinks tend to cause congestion of the 
throat, and if this condition bccomeschronic 
it may lead to impairment if not complete 
loss of voice. The supposed miraculous 
virtues cf the mysterious possets and 
draughts on which some orators pin their 
faith exist mainly in the imagination of 
those who use them ; ut best they do noth- 
ing more than lubricate the joints of the 
vocal machine, so as to make it work more 
smoothly. — Contemporary Review.

Concerning Pork Chops. 

Mr. Gladstoco writes thus on the sub- 
ject of pork chops in Nineteenth Cen- 
tury: Although the question respecting 
the keeping of swine and the use of pork 
is by no means dLsjiosed of, cither by the 
authorities quoted in the text or by Wil- 
kinson, I venture at this stage to offer 
the following conjectures as somewhat 
probable in themselves and not inconsis- 
tent with the evidence as a whole: 1. 
That in the warm climates of Egypt and 
Phoenicia the use of pork was, on sani- 
tary grounds, repressed by prohibitions 
or restricted to particular occasions. 2. 
That the great thrift resulting from the 
rearing and consumption of the animal 
may have kept the practice extensively 
alive, notwithstanding restrictive laws, 
especially among the classes to whom 
thrift w as an important object. 3 . That 
as the pig is useless to man during life, 
it is very difficult to account for its being 
bred and kept, us it evidently was, ex- 
cept upon the supposition .that it was 
wanted for food. 4 . That if the animal 
as domesticated was brought into Greece 
by Phoenician ships, its consumption for 
food may have spread there, in a cooler 
climate and a society free from sumptu- 
ary restraints, and yet in Iloixier’s day 
may not have wholly ceased to be a dis- 
tinct mark of southeastern origin and 
associations. 5 . That the sialos, the 
carefully and delicately fatted pig, was 
served as a luxury at the tallies of the 
rich, while the use of common jxn k was 
reserved, as in the cottage of Eumaios, 
for the poorer class. Such is the evi- 
dence of the “Odvssev.”

What Has Happened in June.

It is the month of 
Bannockburn, Nasebv and Waterloo — 
all of them battles of liberation and for 
tho extension and establishment of free- 
dom. In other respects June figures 
handsomely in tho calendar. It was in 
June that Magna Charta was sealed; and 
it is the birth month, among others, of 
Dr. Arnold, of Rugby; Charles Kingsley, 
W. H. Smith, Lord Dufferin, Lord 
Wohseley and Mr. Sturgeon. Juno is 
generally also famous for its deaths, 
among them being tiiose of Mohammed, 
Joseph Smith, the M*irmon prophet; 
White, of Shelbourne, ».id Garibaldi. It 
has been remarked that the notal is also 
the fatal month of a certain percentage 
of distinguished men, r,ad we observe 
that Dr. Arnold died in June. One of 
the most notable of modern Juno events 
is the coronation of l^ueen Victoria, 
which took place ia 1 S 3 S, just about 
fifty-one years ago. But undoubtedly 
the two big events of Juno are W aterloo 
aud Bannockburn, the latter being to 
Scotchmen the greater of the two.— 
Glasgow Herald.

But 
the object of Sir Edward Guinness is to 
provide decent homes for the class below 
them — to let the tenements at rents with- 
in tho means of the poorest. Yes, hut 
these are the persons who have no means 
at all— no regular means, none that will 
insure tho periodica] payment of even 
the smallest rent. That Sir Edward 
Guinness’ gift will do much good cannot 
be denied; but it will require very cau- 
tious handling to make it do just that 
kind of good which is intended.— SL
